32 TRAINS A DAY 
FOR WILDCAT RR 


BRM AND SELECTMEN DISAGREE 
Black Proposes Bill To 
Seize Property 


The Boston & Maine Railroad 
intends to run 32 passenger 
trains a day over the Wildcat 
Railroad, according to state- 
ments made by spokesmen of the 
railroad, in Wilmington Town 
Hall, last week. 
Sixteen trains, 
to Lawrence and Haverhill, and 
sixtee’ trains, return, will 
make the trip daily, if the 
proposals of the Boston & 
Maine are approved by the De- 
partment of Public Utilities. 

In addition to the passenger 
trains, the B&M freights for 
and from Maine would also pass 
over the single track railroad 
the Selectmen and Railroad 
Qmmittee were told. No esti- 
mate as to the numbers of 
freight trains involved was 
given. 

Objections to the proposal 
were made, based on the traf- 
fic in Wilmington Square, the 
inadequate crossing on Glen 
foad and the inadequate pro- 
tections’ offered by the rail- 
mad. 

Chief Engineer Spofford of 
the Boston & Maine told the 
assembled group that the net 
results would be ‘improved 
service for the people of Wil- 
mington’, pointing out that 
there would be faster service 
between Wilmington depot and 
Boston,

Chief Engineer Spofford, Pas- 
senger Agent Hitchings and 
Attorney Milano made up the 
B&M delegation. Selectmen 
Frank Hagerty headed the Sel- 
ectmen. Mssrs Duggan Niles and 
Brooks of the Railroad Com- 
mittee were present. Represen- 
tatives Frank Tanner and Tom 
Donohue, and Senator Bill Mad- 
den completed the list of 
those present. 

Spofford told the assembled 
group that the previous re- 
scheduling had not brought a- 
bout the results that had been 
expected, The railroad was o- 
perating in the ‘red’ as a re- 
sult, and the present efforts 
were intended to prevent fur- 
ther losses. 

The railroad had seriously 
considered applying for a to- 
tal abandonment of passenger 
traffic he said, in view of 
the $3, 5000,000 loss. 

Among the items in the pre- 
sent application to the DPU is 
a request to abandon the rail- 
road between Reading and No. 
Wilmington. This would affect 
only a few people, he said. 

T™ Calabrese questioned him 
sharply on this, stating that 
the figures he had showed more 
that ‘a few’ people were us- 
ing this section of the rail- 
road,

Then Moran sold out, and a new dog pound had 
to be provided. The dog officer and the build- 
ing inspertor found a site at the new (as of 
that day) town dump - the Canalas property in 
North Wilmington. i, 

For $50 a month Mr Canalas agreed to build a 
dog pound, and TM Courtney took the proposition 
to the Selectmen. They agreed, after some hem- 
ming and hawing ( representatives of the rag 
being present). The Selectmen stipulated that 
the cost was not to exceed $50 a month. 

A new dog pound was built - but it cost more 
money than planned, and Canalas wanted $75 a 
month. This the Selectmen would not agree to,

Then Canalas lost the bid for the town dump./ 


The Board of Health transferred it to the Spi- 
nozalo ( formerly the Moran ) property. 

Canalas notified the dog officer that he 
wanted the dog pound elsewhere - he had other 
uses for that building - and the tow was given 
two weeks to transfer the mutts. 

So the dogs were sent back to the old pound, 
only this time we had a Town Manager, and he 
personally inspected the pound. He found it to 
be unsuitable, and gave orders that it be sheet 
rocked, and that a space heater he provided to 
keep the temperature above freezing. 

In the week or so that followed, the sheet 
rock was installed, but before the space heater 
had arrived the Great Lover of Dogs suddenly, 
one bright sunny day, discovered that Wilming— 
ton had a dog pound. That little foreign car 
scurried around town for hours, trying to dig 
up dirt - but, as we say, that's the dog offi- 
cer's story.

The ‘duty of any Water De- 
partment is to supply as ‘pure 
and, ‘potdble’ water as they 
are able to provide. The fact 
that you add.one fifth of a 
‘Lethal’ dose is no excuse for 
adding a ‘toxic poison’ to our 
water.
